John 
Winana on tho Morrison horizontal taritf 
bill, in the house ot representatives on 
Tuesday, April 29. It is probably as 
good a defense oC that tariff bill as could 
be made, »ud yet it is a tamo out from a 
protective point 
of view. 
In 
Mr. 


Winans' enthusiasm for tho bill, he 
undertakes tosny that "it this oongress 
shall do nothing else tb.au mako this bill 
a law, thereby givinff to the laboring 
classes ot this oou utry cheaper lumber, 
cheaper fuel, cheaper sugar and salt, and 
cheaper clothing, it will have earned 
their everlasting gratitude." 


It is very clear that Mr. Winans doas 


not understand the operations of the tar- 
iff on tho articles he names. 
The pres- 


ent duty on lumber proper, is 20 per cent. 
Mr. Winans may think that this adds 
some S- or S3 to tho price o£ lumber i 
bnt he is mistaken. 
From 1863 to 


1865, 
Canada 
lumber 
-was 
bought 


to this country free, and the average 
prioo during those years was not lower, 
than in the years afterwards when tho 
duty was 20 per cent. Mr. Winaas mny 
think it strange that nny one should ask 
for a duty on lumber it this statement is 
true. The duty does this: It lessons the 
imports of lumber, given tho mnnnroo_ 
turers a wider market, aud helps to give 
employment to 200,000 workmen at 25 
per cent, higher wnpes than are pmd iu 
Canada.

SHUTTING OUT AH SIN. 


Lively Debate in the National Houso 


Over the Anti-Chinese Bill.

TON CITV, May 5.—The bouse of 


representatives, 
after 
prolongod 
dobato, 


passadtho bill amending tha Chinese immi- 
gration act by a vot« of IS! to IS. Mr. Hen- 
ley arsued that tlio measure received unani- 
mous indorsement iu the Pacific stales and 
territories. Mr. llico showed that a Chiuwe. 
merchant iu Sun Francisco gavo $3,000 to tin 
Garfield hospital fund, and Mr. Budd retali- 
ated by u. remark that the Chinoso sold thoir 
daughters Cor thu vilest purposes. Mr, Hitt 
contended that the present' law hud nearly 
stopped immigration from China, and that 
rurther radical legislation, is not necessary. 


'The opponents in the bouse of the anti- 


Chinese bill ivoru fu"r i" number, but among 
them were some very good speakers, &nd 
they made a good light for one that was 
doomed to failure at the outset. Hitt, of 
Illinois, make a strong speech against the 
bill, mainly on the grounds that the present 
bill had, if 
not 
absolutely 
stopped 


Chinese immigration, at least so nearly 
stopped it that there was no necessity 
for another act so completely at variance with 
nil our traditions! and principles as to bo jus- 
tified only on the ground of absolute need, 
and that" furthermore this bill prohibited 
Chinese subjects oC Great Britain and of 
other European powers from inuuigrutiug, a 
step for which thoro was no warrant in any 
existing trraty or in the present condition of 
tilings, oven on the Pacific coast. Rico, of 
Massachusetts, led the opposition to the bill. 
Besides Rice and Hitt the only members who 
spoke in opposition to tbo bill wore Browne 
of Indiana, Ray of Now Rork, and Poland 
of Vermont, 


The question at issue was generally subor- 


dinated to that of nmkinp: records or putting 
the other fellows on record for use during 
the 
coining campaign. The Republicans 


kept the Democrats; denying that they were 
hostile to the negroes and all other races 
tlNin the Caucasian, and in return the Demo- 
crats kept the Republicans denying that they 
•were hostile to the laboring men, and wanted 
to redneu wages. 
Browne, of Indiana, pro* 


duccd n spuucli of S. S. Cox, of Now York, 
who was in the chair, delivered during the 
war, in which tho colored people were slight- 
ingly spoken of, and George S. Wise, of Vir- 
ginia, produced and had road in part some 
remarks by a Republican senator, whoso 
name did not transpire, uttered in tlio recon- 
struction days, and repudiating tho senti- 
ment that the colored race was equal to tho 
white race. Cox came clown from tho chair 
twice and made very spirited and good-tem- 
pered replies to Gen. Browne, louring the 
whole debate tho Republican side of tho 
house was very thinly populated. 


George believed tho provisions of the pend- 


ing bill were absolutely necessary for the on 
forcement of tho original act. This act did 
not provide for punishment in base of its 
violation. If congress had tho right to say 
that certain persons should not enter this 
country it had the right, and it was ub- 
lolutoly 
necessary

Ihom if they did come. The ponding bill did, 
and if that were tho only provision in 
it it would merit careful attention and favor- 
able consideration by this house. He ap- 
pealed to his side of the house to stand by tho 
material interests of the Paclllo coast.

was not a party measure with tho people of 
tlmt region. Tlio people there wore united; 
they looked on this measure as a matter of 
the very greatest importance to thoir ad- 
vancement, prosperity and happiness in tho 
future. 


Rice opposed tho bill. Referring to some 


remark of Henley's relative to the religion of 
the Chinese, ho quoted from a letter written 
him by a Chinese 
merchant inclosing a 


subscripton 
of 
S!5,OUO 
for the Garfiold 


memorial-hospital fund. Ho 
prayed 
his 


California f riouds to amend tho act by pro- 
viding that, instead of passports, men who 
had subscribed to tho Garfleld memorial fund 
should present their receipts for not less than 
$300 before they were permitted to como to 
this country to view tho hospital they had 
helped to build. 


Budd inquired whether the gentleman did 


not know that tho Chinese had no regard for 
their daughters; did not even give them 
names, and sold them into prostitution; that 
they sold their wives and killed their chil- 
dren. 


Rice replied that ho had not known more 


than half that before. Ho did not Iniow 
there worn many Dad places in tho world— 
some in China, some in Son Francisco, some 
in New York, some in a very slight degree in 
Washington, Ho said tlio pith of tho bill 
•was contained in tho provisions prohibiting 
tho cmmigrntion to this country of Chinese 
who were citizens of other countries than 
China, which was likely to bring about war 


Browne, of Indiana, was opposed to the 


bill because it followed the same legislation 
as the original act, ami violated every idea 
ho had of human rjglus. 
Tho keynote to this 


infernal legislation was that tho men -were 
not white. Ho recalled a speech made by a 
distinguished member (referring to Mr. Cor, 
of yew York) in which ho had referred to 
tho negro as being low, ignorant, debased, 
and degraded. Since the negroes had been 
made voters thoir character had undergone & 
change in the opinion of that'gentleman, and 
now In church, and hal], and lecture-rooms 
tbnt gentleman sought to establish tho fact 
that tho negro was tho wittiest, tho most 
social, nud tho cleverest person in tho world. 
[Laughter.] 


Cox, of Xow Yorl;,haviii£left tho chair, re- 


pi iod to this last remark. 
Ho admitted that 


he had had some prejudices against the ne- 
gro. The great Senator Morton Lad had 
them. Indiana had had them. Tho ablest ol 
all the representatives which Indiana had 
ever sent, Jeremiah Wilson, in tho Forty- 
third congress 
had 
brought in a bill 


and 
passed it, to break up thu negro 


sablo-colorerl 
government 
of tho 
Dis- 


trict of Columbia. They had got to stealing. 
They stole even the spittoons from tho logi» 
lative assembly, A Republican majority had 
taken away from them the light of voting. 
The negro was better than ho used to think 
him. He was kind, affectionate, gentle, and 
he liked tho Democratic party better than he 
used la. [Laughter.] Ho know who stood 
by him when tho Howard rascalities wore de- 
veloped, when the schemes connected with 
tho Freedmeu's bank were discovered, when 
tho Republican rogues were after his money. 
Therefore bo (Cox) said, "All hail? Ethopia 
is stretching out her hands to tho Democracy 
and tho Democracy was saying: Como on, 
como on, poor children of Hani.

Speech of l{ei>rcseiit»itive Wi- 


the Tnriii'Bill. 


fUvcroa lu tlie Iloitvu or 


tuilvoa April )4'J, 


Tho Chairman. Tho bouse ie now iu 


cocjuiibtee oC the whole for debute only 
011 tho bill (H. K. 5893) to reduce import 
duties and \var-tariil' taxes. 


Mr. Winang, ot Wisconsin. Mr. Chair- 


man, in tho brio! time I ahall occupy in 
this debate I will atate my reasons for 
favoring tho bill rmderconsideration, b it 
shall not enter upon a discussion of tho 
merits or dements ot protection as a sys- 
tem. 


As to whether it is a good system or a 


bad system there 13 the same diversity ot 
opinion amooR the people I havo the 
honor to represent upon this floor that 
there is in other sections of ow country. 
\Vith tree tratlo would necessarily come 
direct taxation, and with our larse pub- 
ic debts and pension-list likely to bo in- 
creased, I know ot no considerable pub- 
lia sentiment anywhere favoring tho lat- 
ter. 


Tho bill we are considering is not 


framed in the interest either ot protec- 
tion or tree trade, but is presented and 
urged to avoid this accumulation ot an 
unnboded surplus in tho national treasu- 
ry, and as an net ot simple justice to tho 
tax-payers of the country. 


When tho proposition waa before us to 


restore the duty on wool to where it way 
before the last revision ot the tariff 1 
voted tor it in the belief that its reduc- 
tion was unjust to tbe groivere, and had 
not resulted in reducing the price of 
woolan goods, but was just so much1 tak- 
en from tho farmers and given to tho 
manufacturers. 


1 believe, sir, that so long as protection 


is Riven to tho manufacturers it should 
also be given to our farmers. In other 
words, I wanted the duty restored and 
then scaled down 20 por cent, with nil 
other articles of importation under this 
bill. That having tailed, in my'opinion 
wool should be exempted from the oper- 
ations ot this, and in thia way tho same 
thing accomplished. 


Mr. Chairman, I think I am safe in say- 


ing there :s a deciCed majority in the 
west, however it may bo elsewhere, who 
favor a reduction of taxation, who de- 
mand that taxation shall be limited to 
;he needs of the governoaenteconomical- 
.y administered. And, sir, 1 know ot no 
sentiment that would authorize congress 
to remove the tax from whisky and tobac- 
co, and hence tho only way by which a 
surplus can bo avoided is by reducing our 
high protective duties. 


A largo surplus in the treasury is not 


only a wrong to tho tax-payers ot our 
country, but has been regarded as an evil, 


our monopolists. They havo acquired 
the lands largely at government prices, 
and by combinations havo controlled the 
markets and compelled purchasers, es- 
pecially the smaller ones, to pay exor- 
bitant prices. Why keep trom our mar- 
kets Canadian lumber which if admitted 
free of duty would, to somo extent, com- 
pete and cheapen prices? Is it not a 
policy that enriches the few at the ex- 
penso ol tho many? 


\Vby continue a policy that is fast load- 


ing to the destruction of, our forests, is 
effecting all our streams and water ways, 
and will, at no distant day, place us at 
the mercy of Canada for our lumber? 
Why continue a policy to counteract 
whicli congress has doomed it necessary 
to stimulate by bounties the growth upon 
our prairies ot the very thing being so 
largely and rapidly destroyed? 


Sir, it this congress shall do nothing 


else than make this bill a law, thareby 
giving th« laboring classes o' this conn- 
try cheaper lumber, cheaper fuel, cheaper 
sugar and salt, and cheaper ck'tbing, it 
will have earned their everlasting grati- 
tiiie. All thie and much more can, in 
my judgment, bo done without reducing 
the price ol labor, and ut tbo samo time 
increase the puachasing power of tho 
earnings of the laborer. All this can be 
done "without doing injustice to tho man- 
ufacturers of our country, us they will 
still havo all the protection needed, and 
all, if not more, than they can reasonably 
demand at the expense of tho great mass 
of people 


Mr. Chairman, in order to obey tho be- 


hests of the pooplo I have tho honor to 
represent hero 1 must vote for this bill. 
They hifvo declared in favor of reducing 
taxation to the lowest limit consistent 
with the payment ot tho just obligations 
of the government, including liberal pen- 
sions to those who in tiaiu ot its peril 
savod and secured to tho nation its life. 
Nay, more, they have insisted that overy 
dollar ot surplus in the national treasury 
shall be applied to tbo payment oC tho 
public debt. 
And they havo required 


and I am pledged to tho support of tho 
administration in all its measures looking 
to economy and reform. This I regard 
as sure a measure, and as such has beon 
recommended by .Secretary Folger and 
by tho president in communications to 
congress. I will here c(i?l attention to 
what they have said upon this subject iu 
justification of this or a similar measure 
of relief, 


Tho secretary of tho treasury, in his 


laat report, speaking of the tariff commis- 
sion, quotes the following from their re- 
port. 
"Early in its deliberations the commis- 


sion became convinced that a substantial 
reduction of .tariff duties is demanded, 
not by mere indiscriminate popular clam- 
or but by tho best conservative opinion 
of tho country. Such a reduction o£ the 
existing tarifl"tho comminsion regards us 
not only a duo recognition of public sen- 
timent and a measure of justice to con- 
sumers but one conducive to tho general 
industrial prosperity, and whiob, though 
it may bo temporarily inconvenient, will 
be ultimately banefkial to the special in- 
terests affected by suoh reduction." 


Acein—- 
"Entertaining theao views, the commis- 


sion has sought to prevent a scheme ot 
tariff duties in which substantial reduc- 
tion should be the distinguished feature. 
The average reduction in rates, at which 
tho Q ommissirn bos aimed, it not less on 
the average than 20 per cent,, and it is 
tho opinion of the commission that the 
reduction will reach 25 por cent." 


Tho secretary, speaking from tho offic- 


ial records, proceeds to say: 


'The chairman oE the senate commit- 


too on finance, in explanation of tho bill 
before the senate last year, which after 
various amendments became a law, esti- 
mated at §43,OUU,CO tho reduction of tho 
revenue which would follow tho changes 
in tho tariff proposed thereby. 
Thuse 


intentions and calculations have not been 
verified," 


Tho seorotary adds: 
"There was general agreement that a 


substantial reduction of tho tariff should 
bo mado. Tho actual results so far cb- 
:ained, indicate that the reduction la- 
jorod for has not been nffected by the 
low tariff act." 


The president, in his message in De- 


cember, iS82; had been equally emphatic 
u bis demands for tho reduction ot taviff 
taxation. Ho fully indorses the secretary 
ot tho treasury, saying: 


"1 heartily approve tho secretary's rec- 


ommendation ot immediate and exten- 
sive reductions in the annual revenues of 
the government. It will bo remembered 
that f urged upon tho attention of con- 
gress at its last session tho importance of 
•oheving tho industry and enterprise 
from tho pressure of unnecessary taxa- 
;ion. It is one ot the tntcst maxims ot 
political economy that all taxes are bur- 
densome, however wisely aud prudently 
imposed. And though Ibero havo always 
jeen among our people wide differences 
of sentiment as to the best methods of 
raising tho national rovenues, and indeed 
as to the principles upon which taxation 
ihould be based, there has been substan- 
tial accord in tho doctrine that only such 
axes ought to be levied as are necessary 
!or a wise and economical administration 
ot tho government. 
Ot late tho public 


revenues havo tar exceeded that limit, 
,nd unless checked by appropriate legis-

By it taxes will 
be lessened, the necessaries ot life cheap- 
ened, and our industries still be amply 
protected. 


Sir, this is a measure upon which the 


voters in my district have spoken in no 
uncertain terms, and I am but voicing 
iheir views and their wishes. 


The bill under consideration may not 


36 the best that could have been devised, 
tut no othor has been presented, and it 


IB it or nothing at this session ot congress. 
Wo hear from day to day upon thie floor 
lie statements that tho national treasury 
is full to overflowing, having now a sur- 
plus, I believe, of about $130,000,000. 
And because of this large surplus oil 
sorts of schemes are devised, I will not 
say inside, but outside of coug: BBS to dcs- 
>oil it of this surplus, and find their way 
ere, and wo are asutd, naj', urgod, to 


givo thorn our support. 


The high protectionists naturally want 


somo way dovmcd to absorb the surplus, 
u order that present duties tuny be con- 
tinued. Asa coiiseiuenco our annual 
rivor and hurbor bill» uro increasing; 
salaries of judges uud clerks nro beiag 
increased; educational bills are proposed; 
new buix-aus, ollices, anil officers are be- 
ing created; costly public buildings in 
many congressional distiictfl are boing 
erected, and iu a thousand other ways 
tho mouf-y IB being taken that should 
remain io tho treasury, or, better sfcll, 
loft with the people from whom it is tak- 
en by excessive and burdensome taxa- 
tions.

Let us, sir, surprise the country by an 


honest effort to economize o«ir expendi- 
tures and by reducing taxation to tho 
actual needs cf the government economi- 
cally udiniuistorea, and see if our every 
net in this direction will not bo appreci- 
ated and applauded by the people we 
represent. 


Mr. Chairman, I am especially pleased 


with that feature of the bill which places 
lumber, fuel, and salt on the free list, aud 
I would like to see sugar added, on 
whicb tho people are now paying nearly 
or qm'e 500,000,000 annually. 


Tnoso are articles thut need uo protec- 


tion. The ownors of our hardwood and ; 
pine forests m tho west and northwest 
r.re onr-uioueyod kings and are

Corcedto buy, at market rates, its bonds 
not then redeemable, and which, under 
suoh circumstances, can not fail to com- 
mand an enormous premium, or the 
swollen revenues will be dovotod to ex- 
travagant expenditures, which, as experi- 
ence has taught, is over tho baue oC an 
overflowing treasury." 
It is seen, sir, from what I have just 


road,. that the tariff 
commission, tho 


secretary of the treasury, and the prosi- 
deut have severally recommended to con- 
gress and.to the' country a revision of the 
tariff,and have said that such reduction 
would DO a "due recognition of public 
sentiment," would be "a measure of jus- 
tice to consumers," would "bo conduc- 
ive to tho general industrial prosperity 
of theojuutry," uud would bs "ultimate- 
ly beneficial to tbe special interests at 
faotod by such reduction." 


And 
so, Mr. Chairman, tho Forty- 


Bevonth congress regarded it, or affected 
to regard it, and revised tbe tariff, claim- 
ing its reviiion would reduce taxation at 
least forly-flvo millions annually. But, 
sir, it is now well known that its revis- 
ion has failed to mske any considerable 
reduction, and the reasons then assigned, 
and justly assigned, for its reduction still 
exist—in iact are more urgent and press- 
ing now than then. 
' Mr. Chairman, I am the friend ot 
American industry, and am tho friend of 
the laboring poor, and would net know- 
ingly do anything to cripple the one or 
injure the other;' but, sir, I believe this 
bill to be in the intorestef each and both. 
And, iu conclusion; I submit that if tho 
tariff commission was right.it Secretary 
Folger was right, and it tho president 
was right in recommending a reduction 
ot duties 20 to 25 per cent, "as a measure 
of 'justice to corjsnmers,"'as a "measure 
in recognition of public sentiment," and 
as" a measure of "relief to tho industry 
and enterprise of tho country from tbo 
pressure of unnecessary taxation," then 
the friends of this bill are right, and it 
should receive the sanction of the Amer- 
ican congress.
